AFFAIRS OF THE #ORLD BOOK COMPANY 


The main factory of the World Book Company 
(4% % #75) is located on Dalny Road, Since 
its occupation by the Japanese military, the Japanese 
autuorities have on several occasions detailed officials 
to enter into negotiations with the company in the hope 
of securing its co-operation under the bait of returning 
its property. The offer was, however, rejected by the 
co-:pany because its property in Hongkew had already been 
l2ased to the American Enterprise Company (ZB\7¥/~4]) ). 
This refusal on the part of the World Book Company incurred 
the displeasure of the Japanese authorities and in revenge 
a nhend grenade was placed in the business office of the 
company the other day. The matter is at present under 
careful investigation by the Settlement Police. 

Sometime last month, 1,700 cases containing 
about 5,000,000 hooks were removed hy the Japanese 
autnorities from the Hongkew plant and transported to 
Japan by a Japenese transport. While the books were 
being removed, many of them were seized and detained by 
the Settlement authorities who are at present making 
enquiries into the actual facts of this oase. On 
November 8 and 9 another batch of books to the number 
of about 1,000,000 packed in 2,000 sacks were removed 
to the transport “Myoken Maru" which left here at 9 am. 
yesterday. It is said that the removal of these books 
was undertaken by the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha. According 
to the Litsui Bussan Kaisha, they undertook the removal 
on instructions from the Japanese military authorities; 
they stated that the sacks contained military supplies. 
Upon learning of the removal, the American interprise 
Company at once opened negotiations with the Japanese 
authorities but failed to obtain any result.

Firm Founded In 1911 ' 


The World Book Company, Ltd., 
founded in 1911, is one of the three 
largest publishing houses in China | 
The printing plant is located at 
130 Dany Road, while Its sales de-' 
partment is maintained at the 
Foochow Road address. It also has 
40 branch houses in various parts 
of the country. 

Mr. C. C. Woo is the present 
ee chairman of the board of 
directors, while Mr. K. I. Loh is 
the general manager. The sales. 
manager is Mr. K. K. Liu. Before 
the beginning of hostilities in 
Shanghai, the company's employees 
numbered about 1,000 persons. Due 


to the fact that the war made it 


necessary to close down the print- 
ing plant, only 100 workers are now 
on the payroll. 

Since the withdrawal of the 
Chinese from this area, the plant 
has been occupied by the Japanese 
military. The place was damaged 
during the fighting, according to

Bomb Kills Man, 


Injures Another 


World Book Co. Premises

A young Chinese shop assistant was 
fatally injured and another wounded 
less seriously yesterday morning 
when a bomb contained in a parcel 
exploded at the World Book Co., Ltd., 
290 Foochow Read. The parcel had 
been left at the shop three days 
previously by a Chinese who made 
a small purchase. As the man did 
vot cali for it, two assistants pro- 
ceeded to open it at 10.10 o’clock, 
with the result that the contents ex- 
ploded while in the hands of one of 
them. 

He suffered such serious injuries 
that he died a few hours afterwards 
in the Lester Hospital. The other 
injured man was peppered with 
fragments of the bomb in the face, 
chest and hands. He is expected to 
recover fully. 

The bomb was fashioned from 
books the inside of which had been 
hollowed out. 

Chief Inspector A. H. Chamberlain, 
Detective-Inspector G. Bennett and 
other police from Louza_ Station 
hurried to the scene as soon as the 
alarm had been sounded and ques- 
tioned several witnesses concerning 
the man who had left the death- 
dealing parcel. 

Last night the management of the 
Company Issued a statement saying

Jepenese hostilities on August 13 last year, its plant in 
Hongkew was occupied by the Japanese army. 

At 10.10 a.m. yesterday an explosion took place 
at the pales office and two employees named Tong Yung-jing 
Ch ACE) end Tsu Loong-teh (X7 1%") ware wounded.

According to a statement made by a ecenior 
=naployee of the bookstore, yesterday morning e paper 
Dercel was noticed lying on the counter and nohody came 
forwerd to claim it. Tong Yung-jing, an employee of the 
store, took up the parcel and finding it quite heavy, he 
startec to open it to asoertain the contents. On removing 
tie peper wrapper, he found an iron box made in the form 
of e book. Out of curiosity, he attempted to force it 
oven vith some instrument when suddenly it exploded, 
wounding him in the face and neck, while another employee 
named Tau Loong-teh who was standing near him was also 
injured. 

As the bookstore had not received any warnings, 
the ceuse of the affair is unknown. It is said that the 
main Plant of the bookstore in Hongkew, woich ras been 
occupied by the Japanese, is being operated by a number 
of unscrupulous elements, working under the instructions 
of the Japanese. The Japanese have on several occasions 
sent nen to persuade the tookstore (? for what purpose 
not stated), but this was turned down by the bookstore 


for the nt was leased to the American gnterprise 
Company (ae x1) in July this year. Books to the 
value of 380 O were stored at the Hongkew plent, but 


most of them had been burned by the Japanese soldiers, 
while a quantity was removed with the permission of a 
certain party. On one oocasion officers of the Settlement 
Police seized a truckload of these books, They are sfill 
lying et Central Polioe Station. At the time of the 
seizure a certain party attempted to recover them by force 
but was prevented vy the Police. In August or September 
this year the Japanese requested the bookstore to detail 
representatives to the New Asia Hotel ( #49; ) to 
discues certain arrangements, with the return o the 
stock of books as a bait, tut the invitation wes ignored. 
3ince then the bookstore had no further trouble. It is 
believed that a certain party may ba responsible for the 
32x 2losion.s 
It is also said that the Japanese have eg 
organized a *Central China Printing Company" (By Fy) 5 
vith the World Book.00.+ as one of the promoters. The 
doagkew plant of the bookstore was ve -neamed the No.1 


printing plant of the "Central China Peanting Comyary''s 


All this might have created some misunder- 
standing smong the patriotic elements who then delivered 
the warning. The bookstore, however, has strongly refuted 
the report that it has any interest in the bogus 
organization. 


The "Globe" reports that the rumours prevalent 
are all untrue. It appears that the bomb was secretly 
Planced by a traitor. The Police are examining the 
fratients of the bomb recovered at the scene of the affair, 


Notice Issued Fy The World Book Company 


The World Book Company publishes the following 
notic: in the advertisement columns of the "Chinese-American 
Daily lhews" and other local newspapers to-day i- 

“About 1C aem. November 2 certain dangerous 
articles placed previously by some unknown person in the 
Sales Department of our firm exploded, wounding two employes. 
We thank all the schools, bookstores, cultural bodies and 
other circles, which had either called or sent telephone 
messeces of consolation.

The 
general factory in Hongkew, which had been leased to the 
American Enterprise Company, has not yet be=n recovered 
Cespite repeated negotiations.

premises was signed on June lst and not July lst and 
that negotiations for the agreement commenced in may. 
To the best of his knowledge the World sookstore had 
never discussed the possibility of cooperating with the 
Japanese and were in fect very much against such a step.

The proposals 
must nave re@cned tne ears ot tne directors most of wnom 
are a@osent from ohangnai and instructions were given to 
lease the property to American interests. No attacks 
from patriotic organizations have appeared since these 
arrangements were concluded.

T-.Osato obtained the required 
pess from the Japanese Military Police and about 4 days 
ago, he started to remove the books to 89 Foochow Road 
in Mr. Kobeyashi's m/car. 

As this case involved Jap-nese Military Authorities, 
J.L.5.Kebdayashi telephoned to the Jap nese Military 
Police and Curporal Hasegawa visited the address in 
question «nd promised to render the reqiire’ assistance, 
in clearing up the case. 

The Japrnese Military Folice refused to hand over 
the books found at Rooms 224-226, 89 Foochow Koad to 
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the Interrational ‘ettlement lolice but promised thst 
they will keep the books et the same plvce until the 
case is carefully investigated.
